I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration 
the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  Trawden  for  the  year  1955* 


Concerning  infectious  diseases,  a  small  epidemic  of 
measles  of  a  mild  nature  gave  rise  to  15  notifications.  There 
was  one  case  only  of  tuberculosis.  Apart  from  these  cases, 
the  year  was  a  good  one  for  Trawden,  as  the  Maternal  Mortality 
and  the  Infantile  Mortality  were  nil. 


There  are  still  too  many  sub-standard  houses  in 
Trawden.  Legislation  is  now  available  for  dealing  with  this 
problem. 

I  record  my  thanks  to  the  Committee  and  Staff  for 
their  continued  assistance  and  co-operation.

GENERAL. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during 
the  year  is  Fifteen,  Seven  more  than  for  1954,  viz. 

11  Cases  of  Measles:  3  Cases  of  Whooping  Cough: 

1  Case  of  Tuberculosis'. 

This  year  the  Birth-rate  stands  at  1 6. 2  compared  with  14.5 
last  year,  which  is  an  increase  of  1.7  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population. 

The  Death-rate  this  year  stands  at  16. 2  compared  with  15.4 
last  year,  and  this  is  an  increase  of  0*8  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population.
